CLEVELAND (March 17, 2006) — Internationally renowned violinist Anne Akiko Meyers will present 
interpretations of works by Schubert, Satoh, Janacek and Mozart at Pilgrim Congregational Church on 
Saturday, April 1, 2006, at 7:30 p.m. Accompanied by Rieko Aizawa, piano, Meyers will present a compelling 
program of classic works. This performance is part of the CMA’s VIVA! and Gala Around Town Series. 

Admission to the performance is $29; $24 for CMA members. 

Known for her impassioned music making, technical brilliance and compelling stage presence, Meyers has 
been dazzling audiences since her Los Angeles Philharmonic debut at the age of 11. Born in San Diego, Calif., 
Meyers began studying violin at the age of four and made her first orchestral appearance when she was seven. Five 
years later, she premiered with the New York Philharmonic; her dynamic compositions propelling her to the top of 
her generation. 

Meyers went on to study music at Indiana University and is a graduate of The Julliard School. She has 
complemented her career, performing with numerous orchestras and symphonies including the Moscow 
Philharmonic, the Australian Chamber Orchestra and the St. Louis Symphony. In addition, performances by 
Meyers have been broadcasted on the A&E network, and appeared on The Tonight Show with Johnny Carson as a 
young girl in 1981. 

At the age of 20, Meyers signed a multi-record, exclusive contract with RCA and appeared in a special 
PBS broadcast with the Boston Pops Orchestra and conductor John Williams. Three years later, she was the sole 
recipient of the prestigious Avery Fisher Career Grant. 

Throughout her career, Meyers has performed with a long list of distinguished conductors and has 
premiered numerous works by Nathan Currier, Roddy Ellias, Jennifer Higdon, Somei Satoh, Joseph Schwantner 
and Ezequiel Vinao. A regular performer at international music festivals, Meyers has performed at the Hollywood 
Bowl, Mainly Mozart and Bravo! Vail Valley among others. 

Meyers’ talent has been recognized outside the traditional music world as well. She has appeared in 


numerous television commercials in the United States and Japan and renowned photographer Annie Leibovitz 
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chose Meyers as subject for Anne Klein’s Women of Substance fashion campaign which appeared in magazines 
around the world.
